on Nicaragua 


Washington, January 10.—(4)—The 
fuli text of President Coolidge’s mes- 
sage to congress on the Nicaraguan 
situation follows:

“While conditions in Nicaragua and | 


the action of this government pertain- 
ing thereto have in general been made 
publie, I think the time has arrived 
for me officially to inform the con- 
gress more.in detail of the events lead- 
ing up to the present disturbances and 
conditions which seriously threaten 
American lives and property, enden- 
ser the stability of all Central Am-ri- 
ca, and put in jeopardy the rights 


granted by Nicaragua to the United 
States for the construction_of a canal. 

“It is well known that in 1912 the 
United States intervened in Nicaragua

“In 1923 representatives of the five 
Central Ameritan countries, namely, 
Costa Rica, Guatemala, onduras, 
Nicaragua and’ Salvador, at the invi- 
tation of the United States, met in 
Washington and entered into a serics 
of treaties. These treaties dealt with 
limitation of armament, a Central 
American tribunal for arbitration, and 
the general subject of peace and amity, 
The treaty last referred to specificaily 
provides in article 2 that the govern- 
ments of the contracting parties wil: 
not recognize any other government 
which may come into power in any of 
the five republics through a coup 
d’etat or revolution and disqualifies 
the leaders.of such coup d'etat or rev- 


olution from assuming the presidency 


or vice presidency. Article 2 js as fol- 
lows: 
Agreement of Nations. 

Desiring to make secure in the repub- 
lies of Central America the benefits which 
are derived from the maintenance of free 
institutions and to contribute at the same 
time toward strengthening their stability, 
and the prestige with which they should be 
surrounded, they declare that every act, 
disposition of measure which alters the 
constitutional organization in* any of them 
is to be deemed a menace to the peace of 
said republics, whether it proceed from any 
public power or from the private citizens. 

Consequently. the governments of the 
contracting parties will not recognize any 
other government which may come inte 
power in any of the five republics through 
a coup d'etat or a revolution against a rec- 
ognized y,overnment, so long as the freely 
elected representatives of the people there- 
of have not constitutionally reorganized the 
country. And even in such a case they obli- 
gate themselves not to acknowledge the ree- 
ognition if any of the persons elected as 
president, vice president or chief cf state 
designate should fall under any of the fol- 
lowing heats: 

1—If he should be the lader or one 
of the leaders of a coup d'etat or revolu- 
tion, or through blood relationshiy or mar- 
riage, be an ascendant or descendant or 
brother of such a leader or leaders. 

2 he showld have been a secretary 
of state or should have held some hich -mili- 
tary command during ‘the accomplishment 
of the coup d'etat, the revolution. or while 
the election was being carried on, or if he 
should have held this office, or command 
within the six months preceding the coup 
d'etat, revolution, or the election. 

Furthermore, no case shai) recogni- 
tion be accorded to a government which 
arises from election to power of a citizen 
expressly and unquestionably disqualified by 
the constitution of his country as eligible 
to eléction as president, vice president or 
ehief of state designate. 


America Not Party. 

The United States was not a party 
to this treaty,, but it was made in 
Washington under auspices of 
secretary of state, and this government 


has felt a moral obligation to apply its

According to the 
terns of this agreement the president 
agreed to substitute supporters of Gen- 
eral Chamorro for certain members of 
his cabinet, to pay General Chamorro 
$10,000 for the expenses of the up- 
rising, and to grant amnesty to all 
those who participated in it.

The object of the Central American coun- 
tries with which the United States was 
heartily in accord, was to promote constitu- 
tional government and orderly procedure in 
Central America and those governments 
agreed upon a joint course of action with 
regard to the non-recognition of govern- 
ments coming into office through coup 
d’etat or revolution. The United States has 
adopted the principles of that treaty as 
its policy in the future recognition of Cen- 
tral American government as it feels that 
by do soing it can best show its friendly 
disposition towards, and its desire to be 
helpful, to the republics of Central America. 

It is therefore with regret that I have 
to inform. you that the government. of the 
United States has not recognized and will 
not recognize as the government of Nica- 
rague the regime now headed by General 
as the latter was duly advised 
on several occasions by the American min- 
ister after General Chamorro had taken 
charge of the citadel at Managua on Oc- 
tober 25, last. This action is, I am happy 
to learn, in accord with that taken by all 
the governments that signed with Nica- 
ragua the treaty of 1923. 


Chamorro Keeps Office. 


“Notwithstanding the refusal of this 
government and of the other Central 
American governments to recognize 
him, General Chamorro continued to 
exercise the functions of president un- 
til October 30, 1926. In the mean- 
time, a revolution broke out in May 
on the east coast in the neighborheod 
of Bluefields and was speedily sup- 
pressed by the troops of General 
Chamorro. However, it again broke 
out with considerable more violence. 
The second attempt was attended with 
some success.and practically all of the 
east coast of Nicaragua fell into the 
hands of the revolutionists. Through- 
out these events Sacasa was at no time 
in the country, having remained in 
Mexico and Guatemala during this 
period. 


Repeated requests were made of the 
United States for protection, especial- 
ly on the east coast, and, on August 
24, 1926, the secretary of state ad- 
dressed to the secretary of the navy 
the following communication: 

I have the honor to suggest that war 
vessels of the special service squadron pro- 
ceed as soon as possible to the Nicaraguan 
ports. of Corinto and RBluefields for the 
protection of American and foreign lives 
and property fin case that threatened emer- 
gencies materialize. The American charge 
@’affairs at Managua has informed the de- 
partment that he considers the presence of 
war vessels at these ports desirable, and 
the American consul at Bluefields has re- 
ported that a warship is urgently needed 
tc protect Jife and property at that port. An 
attack on the bluff and Bluecfields is ex- 
pected momentarily. 

Latimer Given Orders. 

“Accordingly, the navy department 


ordered Admiral Latimer, in command 
of the special service squadron, to pro- 
ceed to Bluefields. Upon arriving there 
he found it necessary for the adequate 
protection of American lives and prop- 
erty to declare Bluefields a neutral] 
zone. This was done with the consent 
of both factions, afterwards, on Oc- 
tober 26, 1926, reduced to a written 
agreement, which still is in foree. In

The 
conference led to no result, since just 
at the time when it seemed.as though 
some compromise agreement would be 
reached the representatives of Doctor 
Sacasa suddenly broke off negotiations. 

“According to our reports, the Sa- 
casa delegates on this occasion stated 
freely that to accept any government 
other than one presided over by Doctor 
Sacasa himself would be a breach of 
faith with their Mexican allies, Hos- 
tilities were resumed on October 30, 
1926. On the same date General 
Chamorro formally turned over the 
executive pewer to Sebastian Uriza, 
who had been appointed designate by 
the congress controlled by General 
The United States

I desire to manifest to you at the same 
time that whatever may be the means 
chosen by the department of state, they 
will meet with the approval of my a 
lute confidence in the high spirit of justice 
of the government of the United States. 

Aid Given b. Mexico. 

“Immediately following inangura- 
tion of President Diaz and frequently 
since that date he has appealed to the 
United States for support, has _ in- 
formed this government of the aid 
which Mexico is giving to the re. olu- 
tionists, and has stated that he is 
unable solely because of the aid given 
by Mexico to the revolutionists to 
protect the lives and property of 
American citizens and other foreign- 
ers. When negotiations leading up to 
the Corinto conference began, I im- 
mediately placed an embargo on the 
shipments of arms and ammunition to 
Nicaragua. The department of state 
notified the other Central American 
states, to wit, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Salvador and Guatemala, and they 
assured the department that they 
would cooperate in thi: measure. So 
far as known, they have done so. 
The state department also notified the 
Mexican government of this embargo 
and informally suggested to that gov- 
ernment like action. The Mexican 
government did not adopt the sug- 
gestion to put on an embargo, but in- 
formed the American ambassador at 
Mexico City that in the absence of 
manufacturing plants in Mexico for 
the making of arms and ammunition 
the matter had little practical impor- 
tance, 

“As a matter of fact, I have the 
most conclusive evidence that arms 
and munitions in large quantities 
have been on several occasions since 
August, 1926, shipped to the revolu- 
tionists in Nicaragua.

Returns to Nicaragua. 

“At the end of November, after 
spending some time in Mexico City, 
Doctor Sacasa wen_ back to Nicara- 
gua, landing at Puerto Cabezas, near 
Bragman’s Bluff. He immediately 
placed himself at the head of the in- 
surrection and decla ed himself »resi- 
dent of Nicaragua. He has never 
been recognized by any of the Central 
American republics, nor by any other 
government, with the exception of 
Mexico, which recognized him imme- 
diately. As arms and munitions in 
large-quantities were reaching the rey- 
olutionists, I deemed it unfair to pre- 
vent the recognized government from 
purchasing arms abroad, and, accord- 
ingly, the secretary of state has no- 
tified the Diaz’ government that li- 
censes would be issued for the export 
of arms and munitions purchased 1n 
this country. It would be thoroughly 
inconsistent for this country. not to 
support the government recognized by 
it while the revolutionists were receiv-

“During the last two months the 
sovernment of the United States has 
received repeated requests: from vari- 
ous American citizens both directly 
and through our consuls and legation, 
for protection of their lives and prep- 
erty. The government of the Unfted 
St:tes also has received requests from 
the British charge at Managua and 
from the Italian ambassador at Wash- 
ington for the protection of their re- 
spective nationals. Pursuant to such 
requests, Admiral Latimer, in charge 
of the special service squadron, has not 
only maintained the neutral zone at 
Bluefields under the agreement of both 
parties but has,landed forces at Puerto 
Cabezas and Rio Grande, an@ estab- 
lished neutral zones at these points 
where considerable numbers of Ameri- 
eans live and are engaged in carrying 
on various industries. He has also been 
authorized to establish such other neu- 
tral zones as are necessary for the 
purposes above mentioned. 

Large U. S. Investments. 


“For many years numerous Ameri- 
cans have been living in Nicaragua 
developing its industries and carrying 
on business. At the present time there 
are large investments in lumbering, 
mining, coffee growing, banana cul- 
ture, shipping and also in general mer- 
cantile and other collateral business. 
All these people and these industries 
have been encouraged by the Nicara- 
guan government. That government 
has. at all times owed them protectiou., 


United States deems appropriate for 
their _protection will be satisfactory 
to the Nicaraguan government. 


“In addition to these industries now 
in existence, the government of Nica- 
ragua, by a treaty entered into on 
August 5, 1914, granted in perpetuity 
to the United States the exclusive pro- 
prietary. rights necessary and conven- 
ient for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of an oceanie canal. Ar- 
ticles 1 and 2 of said treaty are as 
follows: 

Canal Rights. 

Article I. The government of Nicaragua 
grants in perpetuity to the government of 
the United States, forever free from all 
taxation or other public charge, the ex- 
clusive proprietary rights necessary and con- 
venient for the construction, operation and 
maintenance of an interoceanic canal by 
way of the Ban Juan riyer and the Great 
Lakes of Nicaragua or by ways of any 
route over Nicaraguan territory, the details 
of the terms upon which such canal shall 
be constructed, operated and maintained to 
be agreed to by the two governments when- 
ever the government of the United States 
shall notify the government of Nicaragua of 
its eee or- intention io construct such 
canal. 2 

Article II. To enable the government of 
the United States to protect the Panama 
Canal and the proprietary rights granted to 
the government of the United States by the 
foregoing article, and also to enable the 
government of the United States to take any 
measure necessary to the ends contemplated 
herein, the government of Nicaragua hereby 
leases for a term of 99 years to the gov- 
ernment of the United States the islands in 
the Caribbean sea known as Great Corn 
Island and Little Corn Island: and the gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua further grants to 
the government of the United States for a 
like period of 99 years the right to estab- 
lish, operate and maintain a naval base 
at such place on the territory of Nicaragua 
bordering upon the Gnif of Fonseca as the 
government of the United States may select. 
The government of the United States shail 
have the option of renewing for a further 
term of 99 years the above leases and grants 
upon the expiration of their respective terms, 
it being expressly agree! that the territory 
hereby leased and the naval base which may 
be maintained under the grant aforesaid 
shall be subject exclusively to the laws ard 
soveréign authority of the United States 
during the terms of such lease and grant 
aud of any renewal or renewals thereof. 


$3,000,900 Is Paid. 

“The consideration paid by the 
United States to Nicaragua was the 
sum of $3,000,000. At the time of the 
payment of this money a financial 
plan was drawn up between the Nica- 
raguan government and its creditors 
which provided for ccnsolidation of 
Nicaragua’s obligations. At that time 
bondholders holding the Nicaraguan 
external debt consented to a reduction 
in interest from 6 to 5 per cent, pro- 
vided service of this loan was handled 
through the American collector of cus- 
toms, and at the same time a series of 
internal guaranteed customs bonds 
amounting to $3,774,000 was issued 
by the Nicaraguan government to pay 
off the claims which had arisen 
against it because of revolutionary dis- 
turbances from 1909 to 1912. The 
other outstanding external bonds 
amounting on February 1, 1926, to 
about 772.000 pounds, are held in 
Great Britain. Of the guaranteed 
customs bonds, $2,867.000 were on 
February 1, 1926. still in circulation, 
and of these about $1.000,000 were 
held by Nicaraguans, $1,000.000 by 
American citizens, and the balance by 
nationals of other countries. 

“Bonds held in the United States 
are held by the public in general cir- 
culation and, so far as the department 
knows, no American bankers are di- 
rectly interested in the Nicaraguan in- 
debtedness. This financial plan was 
agiopted by an act of the congress of 
Nicaragua on August 31, 1917. The 
National Bank of Nicaragua was made 
the depository of all government rev- 
enues. The internal revennes were, 
as heretofore, to be collected by the 
government. Collection of the inter- 
nal revenue, however, was to be taken 
over by the collector general of cus- 
toms, an American citizen appointed 
by the Nicaraguan government and ap- 
proved by the secretary of state of the 
United States, if the product should 
average less than $60.00) a month for 
three consecutive months.

The total 
public debt of Nicaragua has been re- 
duced from about $22,000,000 in 1917 
to $6,625,203 at the beginning of 1926. 
Furthermore, the country in time of 
peace has ample revenues for its or- 
dinary budget expenses and a surplus 
which has been used in extensive 
public improvements. The Nicaraguan 
National bank and the National rail- 
road, controlling 
were formerly owned by American 
bankers, were repurchased by the Nica- 
raguan government in 1920 and 1924, 
and are now wholly owned by that 
government, | " 

“There is no question that if the rev- 
olution continues American  invest- 
ments and business interests in Nica- 
ragua will be very seriously affected, 
if not destroyed. The currency, which 
is now at par, will be inflated. Amer- 
ican as well as foreign bondholders will 
undoubtedly look to the United States 
for the protection of their interests. 

“Tt is true that the United States 
did not establish the financial plan 
of any treaty. but it nevertheless did 
aid through diplomatic channels and 
advise in the negotiation and establish- 
ment of this plan for the financial 
rehabilitation of Nicaragua. 

Relations Determined. 


“Manifestly the relation of this gov- 
ernment to the Nicaraguan situation, 
and its policy in the existing emer- 
gency, are determined by the facts 
which I have described. The proprie- 
tary rights of the United States in 
the Nicaraguan canal route, with the 
necessary implications growing out of 
it affecting the Panama canal, to- 
gether with the obligations flowing 
from the investment of all classes of 
our citizens in Nicaragua, place us in 
a position of peculiar responsibility. 
I am sure it is not the desire of the 
United States to intervene in the in- 
ternal affairs of Nicaragua or of any

COOLIDGE WARNS } 
AGAINST MEXICO 


Continued from First Page. 


Calles government convinced many 
Senators and _ representatives that 
events are fast moving toward a show- 
down, if not a rupture, between the 
United States and Mexico. 

_ With Calles proceeding to the dis- 
possession of Americang from oil and 
farm lands they acquired before the 
present Mexican constitution was 
adopted in 1917 and with President 
Coolidge threatening to withdraw rec- 
ognition if the confiscation policy is 
consummated, the disclosure of Calles’ 
anti-American plotting in Central 
America may touch the match to the 
powder magazine beyond the Rio 
Grande. 

» Calles himself is now so menaced 
with revolutions at home, organized by 
the proscribed clericals and other con- 
servatives, and so alarmed at the sud- 
den firmness manifested by Mr. Cool- 
idge in Nicaragua that he is plain- 
tively protesting against any with- 
drawal of American recognition of his 
government and offering to arbitrate 
the oil and land seizure laws. 


Embassy in Panic. 


The Mexican embassy here has been 
in a,state bordering on hysteria ever 
since President Coolidge obtained evi- 
dence of Calles’ plotting to establish 
a Mexican hegemony in Central Amer- 
ica and determined to use whatever 
force might be necessary to protect 
American interests and rights‘in Nica- 
ragua. : 

The Mexican government is repre 
sented as fearing that Mr. Coolidge, 
in the event of Mexican revolutions 
developing, would land forces and es- 
tablish neutral zones for the protec: 
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situation in Nicaragua is grow- 
ing worse, Admiral Latimer reported | 
today. Business along the Escondido 
river has been paralyzed, property has: 
been seized by the revolutionists and 
the safety of Americans and their 
properties is endangered. The Sa- 
easa revolutionists have held up ship- 
ments of. provisions to the employees 
of the Mahogany company, an Ameri- 
ean concern. The admiral stated 
that he had established two more neu- 
tral zones at Pinzapolka and Pearl 
Lagoon. 

American forces in Nicaraguan wa- 
ters are being reinforced with two 
cruisers and still more cruisers and 
destroyers will be dispatched from the 
fleet which is maneuvering at Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, if further reinforce- 
ments become necessary to protect the 
Diaz government from the Sacasa 


forces. 
Marines Are Ready. 


About 500 marines, representing the 
pick of the corps, are being held at 
San Diego for possible dispatch as an 
expeditionary foree, either. to Nicara- 
gua or to China if occasion should war- 
rant, 

Admiral Latimer, with the cruisers 
Rochester and Argonne, and the de- 
stroyer Barker, and a battalion of ma- 
rines, reached Bluefields, Nicaragua, 
today, to deal with the critical situa- 
tion that has developed there. 

The presidential message detailing 
the development of the existing situa- 
tion in Nicaragua and justifying the 
protection Mr. Coolidge a. extended 
to the Diaz governme found his 
critics in the senate unprepared to an- 
swer him. Senator Borah, republic- 
ah, of Ohio, chairman of the foreign 
relations committee, who upholds Sa- 
casa as legally elected president, de- 
prived of his office by the “indefensi- 
ble intervention of the United States 
in behalf of international bankers,” 
said he was obligated not to discuss 
the matter until after Secretary Kel- 
logg appears before the committee on 
Wednesday. 

It was in concluding his account of 
the Nicaraguan affair that the presi- 
dent discussed the policy of “peculiar 
responsibility’’ which he intends pur- 
suing in Centra] America. 

Rights of America 


“The proprietary rights of the Unit- 
ed States in the Nicaraguan canal 
route, with the necessary implications 
growing out of it affecting the Pana- 
ma canal, together with the obliga- 
tions flowing from the investments of 
all classes of our citizens in Nicara- 
gua, place us in a position of peculiar 
responsibility,”’ he said.

Hearing Set for Today. 


All three have been asked to appear

Besides the denial made to the com- 
mittee today by Mr. Woods, Senator 
Goff, republican, West Virginia, and 
other senators who have appeared to

The Iowa senator ,read telegrams 
which he said he had received from 
Major Frank J. Lund, who was Brook- 
hart’s campaign marhger in his suc- 
cessful quest to return to the senate, 
and J. C, Lewis, pesident of the Iowa 
Federation of Labor, asking him to 
vote for Woods’ confirmation. 

Interrupting Steck, Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, declared the charge was 
“very grave’ and should be investi- 
gated immediately. Senator Reed, of 
Pennsylvahia, in urging an inquiry, 
said that the charges “go far beyond 
the appointment of any one person.” 

“If anything of that kind is going 
on it ought to be thoroughly sifted 
and at once,” declared the Missouri 
Senator. “I have hope that these 
charges are not true, but if they are 
shown to be true, it is our duty to 
invoke upon the perpetrators of such 
an act every punishment the law. pro- 
vides,” 

Senator Norris, republican, Nebras- 
ka, asked .Senator Steck if he had 
ea tase the charges with Mr. Brook- 
lart, : 

“I have mot had any conversation 
with Mr. Brookhart for two years,” 
the Iowan replied amid some laughter. 

Senator Reed, of Missouri, finally 
made a motion to refer the charges to 
the judiciary committee for investiga- 
tion, but Senator Harrison, democrat, 
Mississippi, asked that they go to the 
interstate commerce committee because 
it had charge of Woods’ nomination. 
This cut off debate and on a roll call 
vote, 49 to 33, the Harrison motion

The toll of fire 
and panic has been counted, except 
as some of those trampled and injured 
join the list of dead. - 

Little Girls Lost. 

Already in mourning for her mother 
who died only a few months ago, Mrs. 
Prosper Martel lost her two little 
girls—Yvette, 7, and Eva, 8. Her eyes, 
beneath her mourning veil, seemed to 
be still seeking for her children. A boy, 
Philip, 13, had accompanied the little 
girls to the teater; they found him at 
a hospital and today they will bring 
him home. 

“My wife left the children with 
me—she’s in the country—I don’t 
know how to tell her when she comes 
back,” stammered Joseph Hetu, who 
had just found his 8-year-old Gilbert 
among the dead children in the room 
below. “We are still looking for 
Adrien. He isn’t down there, thank 
God.” 

Two women, each with a daughter 
who had been at the scene of the trag- 
edy, sat together.on a bench in the 
coroner's court. They tried to con- 
sole one another. One had found her 
daughter below in the deathroom. The 
other, whose daughter was safe at 
home, came with her friend to the 
morgue, to support her in case of need 
and to offer what comfort she could. 

Emile Raymond, 17, is alive, thanks 
to the determination of his father, 
Joseph Raymond, who, knowing fhat 
his son was at the movie when the fire 
alarm sounded, rushed to the theater, 
and making his way against the mob 
that was fleeing to the street, reached 
a ghastly heap of youngsters, most of 
them dead, others badly injured and 
some unconscious. 

Son Is Found. 

Digzing his way to the bottom of 
the pile.. Raymond feund his son 
Emile, with coat and shoes torn off 
in the life-and-death struggle. 

Snatching his son, Raymond ran to 
the sidewalk. where Emile had violent 
fits of coughing from the smoke. The 
boy's eyes were red from-.smoke and 
he told his father: that he could see 
nothing. After a short time in the 
open, however, Emile was able to see 
and tell his story of the fire. He said 
that he saw smoke, there was a rush 
by the spectators and he was hurled 
to the bottom of a staircase under a 
mass of humanity. He heard someone 
shouting, “Open the doors.” The boy 
then lapsed into unconsciousness and 
knew nothing until he found himself 
in his father’s arms outside the build-

St. Louis, January 10.—(AP)—Frank L. Moore, Cincinnati betting 
commissioner, today conferred with William F. Fahey, attorney for 
Rogers Hornsby, former Cardinal manager, as the first formal step in 
an effort to collect $92,000 he alleges he advanced Hornsby, but which 


Hornsby. denies. 

“This is all news to me, and it 
sounds like a joke,” Hornsby declared. 
“This fellow must be talking about 
my automobile license or my fielding 
average. I have referred him to my 
attorney, and I don’t care ‘to discuss 
it. But I will say that it is ridiculous 
to suggest that Moore would gi 
or I'd accept $92,000 worth of credit. 
Ll don’t owe Moore a quarter.” 

Hornsby stated he had never made 
a bet through Moore, although he fre- 
quently had received tips on  herse 
races from Moore and had both won 
and lost money on the tips. 

“The tips were bad of late,” he 
said. “J lost money and Moore Iost 
money. But I don’t owe Moore a 
* quarter.” 

Moore’ and his attorney, William 
Burkamp, of Newport, Ky., arrived 
here yesterday and were at the union 
station io meet Hornsby on his re- 
turn from New York, where he signed 
un two-year contract with the New 
York Giants; to whom he was traded 
recently. Hornsby referred them to 
Fahey. 

“At a preliminary conference last 
night,” Moore said, “Fahey’s attitude 
was to treat the mattér lightly, with 
the opinion that we had only a gam- 
bling debt to show. But when we 
showed him our documentary evidence 
he asked for time to talk with 
Hornsby. 

“T was very much impressed when 
T met Hornsby several years ego and 
took great pride in knowing bim and 
associating with him. I guess it was 
hero worship. At any rate, it was ex- 
pensive. At first Hornsby would bet 
only $10 on a race, but later, after 
having a few winners, he wanted to 
bet hundreds instead of ten. 

“Last year, at his request, I ad- 
vanced $7,500 so Hornsby could make 
the initial payment on a St. Louis 
apartment house. I also advanced him 
money at various times to pay his 
debts and make bets on his request.” 

Hornsby recently revealed that the 
Cardinal contract which he rejected 
included a proviso that he should not 
bet on horse races or associate with 
those who do.

Civic problems perplexing to citizens 
and city authorities, and how to suc- 
cessfully battle with, and overcome the 
difficulties were the principal topics 


er ag at the meeting which was 
presided over by the president, Mrs. 
W. B. Price-Smith, who stated that 
the policy of the Atlanta Woman's 
club was to eooperate with any move- 
ment which was promoted for the wel- 
fare of Atlanta’s citizens and ‘civic 
betterment. ) 

Mrs. Mary Griffith Dobbs. chair- 
man of music, presented Miss Dorothy 
Waldmen, concert-pianist. 

Mrs. Sam JD. Jones, past president 
of the City Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, who inaugurated the first clean- 
up day movement in the city and dur- 
ing whose administration the twelve 
wards of the Atlanta federation were 
organized, spoke of the progress At- 
Janta had made, and urged the co- 
operation of all organizations, and the 
city fathers in making Atlanta one 
of the greatest cities in America. The 
president introduced Mrs. J. R. Little, 
chairman of the civic committee of 
the Atlanta WA's club, who took 
eharge of the clvic program of the 
meeting. 

Mrs. Little’s Message. 

Mrs. Little's messages was in part 
as follows: 

“Onur object in having an open 
forum on civics is to unite the ef- 
forts of the. citizens, who are work- 
ing for better civic conditions, with 
the efferis being mace by the sani- 
tary department to enforce the or-di- 
naaces which were ordained by the 
mayor and council of our city. 

“(Cry sonitation just as much 
& personal responsibility as it is a 
ti, - duty. No home or city can be 
neat or orderly without united ef- 
fort. Citizens who count are those 
who steadily endeavor to build up, 


and we should all study civics from 
a constructive viewporat. 

“The only solution for intolerable 
conditions is personal cooperation of 
the citizens and rigid enforcement of 
the law by the city authorities. We 
are not govd citizens if we do not obey 
the laws: and our city government is 
not efficient cr honest if it does not 
enforce the laws governing the sani- 
tation of our city, and which makes 
for better living conditions. The 


Lordinances should be published in our | 


Caily papers during civic week, that 
the citizens may be informed concern- 
ing them. 

“We implore you, as citizens of a 
great city, to cooperate with us in 
this movement. We implore the 
mayor and council of this city to pro- 
vide a plant adequate to meet the de- 
mands of a. growing city, for dispos- 
vag of the refuse, which accumulates 
daily i> this city. 

“We implore you to provide labor, 
trucks and sweepers sufficient to re- 
move the trash from our streets and 
the garbage from our homes. 

“We beg you to enforce the laws 
you have so wisely enacted. 

“Cooperation of the man on the 
street: the child in school; the woman 
in the home; the man in the office 
and business houses can remove the 
dissatisfaction, prevalent among. the 
citizens of this city. relative to the 
existing state of affairs. The only 
way Atlanta can be made the city 
beautiful, sanitary and convenrent is 
through universal cooperation.”

The speakers introduced were Al- 
derman Dobbs, Chief John Jentzen, 
Chief Beavers, president of the cham- 
ber of commerce, George West; Su- 
erintendent W. A. Sutton, Mrs. R.

Mr. Dobbs 
pledged the support of the city to do 
all that possibly eounld be done to 
alleviate any complaints which had 
been set forth as detrimental to the 
welfare of the citizens of Atlanta. 
Chief Jentzen, of the sanitary de- 
partment, gave a report of the work 
doae by the department. 


A resolution deploring the death 
of Mrs. Ben Simcox, who was ane 
of the most active members of the 
club and chairman of the legislative 
committee, was read and adopted. 

The president, Mrs. Price-Smith, 
spoke of the necessity of all eitizens 
observing the traffic ordinances and 
to extend their cooperation. A mo-

The appellants are Senator James 
Couzens and eight others, only one 


of whom originally invested as much 
as $10,000. and who now are facing 
the possibility of being obliged to pay 
some $34,000,000 additional income 
tax. More than $20,000,000 already 
has been paid up by the petitioners.

January 10—UP)—A 
thorough-going investigation of the 
senatorial election in Pennsylvania 
last November by the special senate 
campaign funds committee is proposed 
in a resolutioea introduced today by 
Senator Robinson, the democratic 
leader. 

The resolution was referred to the 
committee on audit for a recommenda- 
tion as to the amount of money the 
campaign funds committee may spend 
and when that report reaches the sea- 
ate friends of Senator-elect William 
S. Vare will open their fight to have 
the inquiry conducted by the elections 
committee as is customary. 

Fraud Is Charged. 

The investigation into the election 
of Vare, who already is under sen- 
ate fire because of heavy expenidi- 
tures fa his primary campaign, would 
be on the basis of charges of fraud 
and corruption, charged by his demo- 
cratic opponent, William B. Wilson, 
in a petition of contest filed with 
the senate Saturday. 

After the Robinson resolution was 
infroduced Vice President Dawes sub- 
mitted to the senate a letter from 
Governor. Pinchot, of Pennsylvania, 
saying that he could not certify that 
Mr. Vare had been -duly chosen sen- 
ator by the qualified electors of the 
state because he was convinced that 
“frauds committee in his interest 
have tainted both the primary aad 
the general election.” 

Both Senator Reed, democrat, Mis- 
souri, chairman of the campaign funds 
committee, and Senator Reed, repub- 
lican, Pennsylvania, who is leading the 
fight. for Vare, declared that such a 
certification of an election by a gov- 
ernor of a state was void. 

Plan New Certificate. 

The Pennsylvania senator added 
that Governor Fisher, who takes office 
this month, could give Vare a new 
certificate. 

The Pinehot communication was 
laid on the table on motica of Sen- 
ator Robinson, but it prebably will 
be considered by whatever committee 
the senate finally empowers to make 
the investigation proposed in the Rob- 
inson resolution. 

Because of the inquiry, the commit-
